Blindman- Valley Reported to be Satisfactory 


A visit to the thriving town of 
Bentley will convince the most scep- 
‘ tical that the ‘‘déepression’’ has not 
dampened the ardor of her citizens. 
Theré is evidence of good times there. 
New buildings are going up, “old 
homes are being renovated and paint- 
@d; and her citizens are all giving 
, tangible evidence ‘of their faith “in 
the’ future, The farmers of the 
Blindman Valley; of ‘which splendid 
farming, territory Bentley is the chief 
trading centre, all appear to be pros. 
pering, and from the thousands - of 
acres“of stooked: grain covering the 
valley and hill sides there will be no 
‘‘hard times’’ in this. partirularly 
favored portion of the. province; 

Bentley is situated sixteen miles 

‘ due. west of Lacombe, is just midway 
between Lacombe and. Sylvan Lake, 
and is on the main gravelled road 
linking the Calgary and Edmonton 
highway with the Government Parks, 
The town is built on the high land 
east. of the Blindman river and com 
mands.a view. of the fertile Blind- 
man Valley for twenty miles north 
and south ‘To the west the Medi- 
cine hills make a beautiful panorama, 
anil it would be hard to find in all 
Canada a more desirable _ townsite 
from a scenic point of view. 

And the citizens of Bentley appre- 
ciate their advantages, The town is 
kept in- splendid shape,.the streets 
are kept clean, and one of the most 
distinctive features of the town is the 
centre boulevard on the main street. 
This boulevard is planted with shrubs 
and evergreens, and a row of electric 
lights down the centre gives -the 
town a ‘‘model ¢ity’’ appearance. If 
the citizéns of Bentley may bé con- 
gratuated on any - one particular 
thing, it is’their ¢omimuaity pride,, 

The town has daily mail .service 
from all points, the Lacombe -and 
Northwestern supplying mail three 
times per week, while a rural mail 
route from Lacombe takes care of 
the other three days, 

The country “surrounding Bentley 
is nearly all under cultivation. The 
fertile Blindman, than which there 
is no better farming land in the west, 
bas never known a crop failure, and 
if fertile soil is the basis of wealth, 
the foundation for continued pros- 
perity is deep laid on the rich black 
loam overlaying the*clay subsoil of 
this district, Wise husbanding of 
fertility will insure future genera- 
tions a continuance of the present 
heavy yields. 

In addition to raising heavy crops 
of all kinds of grain, the farmers of 
the Blindman Valley have gone heav- 
ily into raising of cattle, hogs, horses 
and sheep. There is always an abun, 
dance cf fodder, and Bentley is rated 
as one cf the largest shipping points 
for liveztock in the province, There 
is plenty of wintcr shelter for stock 
in the valley, and with the addition 
of a few straw stacks, horses and 
cattle winter outside without difficul- 
ty or loss. There are many beauti- 
ful modern homes jin the district, and 
we do not know of a more enjoyable 
way in which to spend a day than 
to take a run through the farming 
community. 

The Town of Bentley has 
modern convenience. 
Electric lighting, Telephones, and 
other utilities that go to make life 
easier, and we doubt that in any other 
town in the province can the same 
co-operative. community spirit be 
found. Bentley citizens are one and 
all for Bentley first. If it is the op- 
inion of th2 majority of her citizens 
that some utility is needed, they all 
fall in line and ‘‘put it through,’’ 
Bentley is just one happy family. 

A write-up of what Bentley offers 
the public will not be out of place, ana 
we publish below a few items glean- 
ed in a visit last week:

Game regulations for 1932 are now 
being forwarded to persons interest- 
ed by the Provincial Game Guardian’s 
office, 

The season for duck and geese 
opens on September 15 and concludes 
on November 14 for that portion of 
Alberta south of the Clearwater and 
Athabaska rivers, and opens on Sept, 
ember 1 and closes on November 14 
for the area north of these rivers, 
Opening hour for each scction is set 
for 12 noon on the days mentioned. 

The open season for prairie chick- 
en north of the Lacombe-Kerrobert 
branch of the C.P.R. and the Red 
Deer river is from October 1 to 80, 
and south of these boundaries, from 
October 1 to 15, 

The open season for Hungarian 
partridge is all of October and Nov- 
ember, 

The bag limit for gees is 10 per 
day and 25 for the season, and ducks 
15 per day prior to October 1. 25 per 
day ‘thereafter, and 100 for the sea- 
son, 

Sharp tailed grouse bag limit is 


| five per day in the area both north 


and south of the Lacombe-Kerrobert 
railway branch boundary line, but 
the season limit in the south is 26 
and in the north 50. 

Huriters may take 15 Hungarian 
partridge a day, with a limit of 200 
for the season. 


The Canadian 
Wheat Pool 


In an article, “<W “Wheat Pool Dis- 
ecards its Basic Notions,”’ the Fin- 


ancial Post makes use of an oppdr- 
tunity for scoring a rather dubious 
point at the expense of these farmer 
organilations. The occasion was the 
presentation by the pools, in e mmon 
with: thes rest-of the grain: trade, of 
a brief opposing the institution of 
quota or tariff preferences for Cana- 
dian wheat in the Britsh market, The 
Post castigates the wheat pool as 
‘fan attempt to end, once and for all, 
the free world wheat market that had 
made this commolity one of the mosit 
fluid in international commerce’’ and 
contentedly accepts the pools’ opin- 
ion. of Imperial preference as a com- 
plete renunciation of their previous 
attitude toward the grain trade. 

It is apparent from the article that 
thie Post believes that it is whipping 
a dead horse with a well tried and 
lusty lash. But is the horse really 
dead? And has not the lash suffer+ 
ed somewhat from wear and tear ov- 
er a lengthy period ef use? 

Surely the Post is becoming a lit- 
tle confused when it attributes sig- 
nificance ‘to the opposition to tariffs 
displayed by any body of Canadian 


| farmers, It is no source of joy to the 


pools that England, the Irish Free 
State and Denmark are the only re- 
maining European ¢ountries that have 
not erected almost insuperable bar- 
riers to the entrance of wheat. The 
farm organizations had no hand in 
this, bet rather the protectionist pol- 
icies which the Post itself espouses. 
These restrictions, moreover, ma!.e it 
rather difficult to speak of ‘‘the 
maintenance of free and unfettered 
market conditions,’’ Foor insta.ce 
undcr the old dispensation, 1 glut of 
wheat was righted by the eventual 
climination of the high cost psoduc- 
ers. What happens when thelr :e- 
gpective governments refuse 
mit this to oceur? 

The pool's real variance with the 
corventional free market theory lay 
in its attitude toward the present or- 
ganization of the market and not 
toward tariffs, a point which the Pos,

appcars to overlook, In the first place | 


governments have played an increas- 
ing part in the marketing of wheat, 
both in the spheres of buying and 
selling. Secondly, developments in 
the grain trade have paralleled those 
in industry; the process of integra- 
tion has brought about the rise of 
large-scale marketing and milling 
concerns, In many cases these have 
had the effect of nullifying, without 
necessarily replacing, the automatic 
adjustments of the individualistic 
competitive market, lending a serious 
element of uncertainty and instabil 


ity to the situation. It is another 
case of new wine in old bottles, 
In short, despite the tendency to 


| wards centralization, the grain trade

The disclosure at Winnipeg that 
the endowment funds of the Univers- 
ity of Manitoba, of St. John’s Ool- 
lege, and of the diocese of Rupert’s 
Land have in a 'arge measure disap- 
peared, will of course lead to invest- 
igation, and to court action for the 
placing of responsibility.

Another point is of even wider 
interest, or should be, Nothing has 
been satd about a bonding company 
being in any way interested in the 
disclosure. Surely the man who .was 
entrusted with the keeping of these 
enormots sums of money was under 
bonds for the safekeeping ? 

If not, then whatever wrong. he 
may have done, he was also wronged. 
No maw should be placed under such 
a respohsibility without being given 
the protection of being bonded and 
of havi a periodie -¢xamination 
made of his books by a competent 
firm of auditors, 

That is the moral that should come 
home to church boands, schoo] boards, 
municipal councils, and public bod- 
ies of every class ‘¢hroughout the 
west as a result of this amazing dis- 
covery. 


Government Will 
Finance Crop 


‘Tae-Federal Gevsteiininns has guar- 
‘anteed necessary credits for the con- 
duct of the business of the ‘three 
twestern Wheat Pools in much the 
‘same manner as it did last year, thus 
aiding these organizations in the 
transaction of their business and also 
lending important assistance in the 
marketing of the western crop. This 
move furnishes relief to the govern- 
ments of the prairie provinces, as 
they woeld otherwise be required to 
make their own arrangements to’ per- 
mit the’ Pools to obtain the necessary 
ercdits, 

It is pleasing to note that author- 
itative statements have been issued 
to the effect that each provincial 
wheat pool came through the past 
crop year with an improved financial 
condition. Premier Brownlee stated 
that the Alberta Pool’s elevator or- 
ganization not only earned its full 
depreciation and the amount required 
to pay the interest on the amount 
of the provincial government guar 
antee, but also retired certain other 
indebtedness, thus improving the fin- 
ancial position, and on top of all this 
had a substantial profit, This situa- 
tion is encouraging insofar as the 
province and the Pool membership -is 
concerned. It means that the Alber- 
ta Pool is well on its way to financial 
re-establishment, 

The federal government’s move in 
lending its credit to aid the Pool is 
commendable. It is understood that 
the full line of credits extended by 
the Dominion last year were all 
cleaned up at the end of the crop 
year and that the Pools were able 
to present improved financial state- 
ments to the government, This be- 
inz the case the federal authorities 
had ample justification for renewing 
financial uid for the ensuing year. 

While in other lines of activity and 
in other commodities there has been 
decided improvement and strengthen- 
ing in prices the wheat situation has 
not so far shown a great deal of im- 
provement, In view of this the Dg; 
minion government's action, which 
certainly will tend to prevent uncer- 
tainty and disorder in the marketing 
of the crop, should receive the com- 
menation of the people if western 
Canada particularly,

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Help Our Youth Now. 


Within recent weeks daily newspapers throughout the Dominion have 
printed columns, and sometimes solid pages, of names of young men and 
women who have graduated from universities and colleges or passed the final 
examinations of their Normal, technical, collegiate, high school or business 
college courses. The total number of these young people in Canada runs 


away up in the thousands every year, and last year and again this year has 
been no exception. 


In the case of the University and college graduates they have, with a 
few exceptions who will go on with. post-graduate work, come to the end of 
one phase of life. The same is true of the vast majority of those who have 
completed Normal, technical, collegiate, high school, and business college 
courses, A certain number of these will go to university, or take up some 
special course of further training, but, generally speaking, these students 
have ended the days of their scholastic preparation for life. 


In a word, this great army of youth, who in their teens and early twen- 
ties have been studying and undergoing training, has completed this first 
stage in life's journey. They have beeh preparing for work. Thy are now 
ready to go to work, and are eager to begin, bubbling over with enthusiasm 
and keyed up with energy for the work ahead, and stirred with ideas and am- 
bitions of whiat they expect and desire to accomplish. 

And right at the outset they are met with rebuff, with crushing disap- 
pointment. In an overwhelming majority of cases there is no work for 
them to do, no positions open for them to fill, no opportunities knocking at 
the door to which they can respond. True, there is the odd case where 
through family or other influence a position is made available, but, by and 
large, inability to secure work is the experience of this army of today’s 
youth, trained, eager and ready to work. They find themselves in a world 


which offers them little or no opportunity to use their hard won knowledge 
and training. 


————— 


Herein lies the greatest tragedy of present day conditions, herein is to 
be found the greatest menace not only to the future lives and usefulness of 
these young people, but to the future of our country. At the close of one 
period in their lives, they are confronted with a blank wall; thy cannot re- 
trace their steps, they cannot go forward. What are they to do except “mark 
time” for the present, and, while marking time, what is to be effect on 
their enthusiams, their energy and initiative, their ambitions,—in a word, on 
their character? They must fill in the time in some fashion. During this 
trying period of enforced idleness, are they going to develop habits of shift- 
lessness, slip into evil ways, weakén morally? Is the clear, straight thinking 
developed in their student days to become twisted, and the strong anchor- 


ages deeply imbedded in the wisdom and experience of the past which have 
been instilled in them to be uprooted ? 


These are questions to be answered not only by present-day youth, but 
by the more adult generation. The elders of today have survived other 
depressions, other panics and crises, and they know that the evils of today 
will be overcome and pass away, They have confidence that there are just as 
good, even better days ahead; that the future holds just as great opportunit- 
ies, greater in fact, than the past, and that these opportunities will come to 
the youth of today as they came to them. But youth, lacking the experience, 
is not sure of this, It has had its golden visions of immediate activity and use- 
fulness in the world of work dimmed, if not shattered. They are hurt and 
bewildered. They are not at all sure of the future, and are in a question- 
ing state of mind. They do not know where to turn. Parents and friends are 
absorbed in their own difficulties, ee apt to be impatient. 

The elders of this generation requir? to develop an understanding of 
their children’s problems‘ and present outlook on life, to reveal to them 4 
deep sympathy, and to cultivate a divine patience with them. Parents can, 
perhaps, do more in these days to make or break the future lives of their 
children than was possibly the case in other years. - 

And what is true of the parents is likewise true of those who are the 
leaders of and responsible for the life and activities of the communities in 
which they live. Youth must be served, and if active remunerative employ- 
ment for a time cannot be provided as an outlet for their energies and en- 
thusiasms, then other provision must be made. 

Students of the problem confronting youth at present suggest two forms 
of. activity for them in the absence of other employment. One, that in each 
and every community adequate means and forms of recreation be provided 
to engage the interest of and provide an outlet for the energies of youth. — 
in all departments of sport, in properly supervised dances, in the organiza- 
tion of orchestras, glee clubs, amateur theatricals, debating societies, in 
libraries containing books on inventions, explorations, science, etc. 

Second, in the arousing and developing of an interest among young 
people in the welfare of the community in which they live. Lf remunerative 
occupation cannot be provided for the youth of the community, give them 
the opportunity to serve themselves through some form of recreation and 
to serve others and the community at large until the opportunity to realize 
their ambitions returns, The elders of the community can develop such pro- 
grammes,—there is always a need, and probably more so now than ever be- 
fore,—and by the application of the enthusiasm and energy of youth they 
can be carried through. It will keep them out of mischief, and give them 
something to think about besides their own problems. Instead of becoming 
narrow, selfish and bitter, such an interest will broaden their outlook and 
such activities will sweeten their lives. They will discover much to be 
thankful for; that in many ways they are not so badly off after all; hope will | 
be revived, confidence restored, new, and possibly better conditions aroused.

The Germans claim to have pulver- 
ized atoms by the millions instead of 
the few hit-and-miss smashes achiev- 
ed by previous scientific methods. The 
importance of their development in 
this increase in numbers. 

It will be necessary to have ap- 
paratus capable of smashing atoms 
in vast masses before scienists ex- 
pect to fathom the secrets——and possi- 
ble uses—that lie behind the atomic 
barriers, 

Meagre reports indicate the Ger- 
mans have made a long stride along 
this road, but have not yet reached 
the heights they wish, probably count- 
less billions of smashed atoms. They 
describe the tube which breaks atoms 
by the millions “a rate at which the 
usual devices no longer suffice in 
measure the wreckage,” and state 
that it has beén dismantled so that a 
still larger one may be set up. 

The tube was built by Fritz Lange 
and Arno Brush. It is a 5,000,000- 
volt X-ray tube, made by ‘‘cascading’”’ 
that is, by hooking together end*to 
end, several X-ray tubes. 

Each unit of this cascade accord- 
ing to the brief announcement, is 2.40 
metres long, about eight feet. But 
how many are hooked together is not 
stated. The cascading is employed 
to spread the tremendous electrical 
energy so that it does. not destroy the 
tube containing it. 

If the tube operates in the usual 
way, the 5,000,000-volt current pro- 
duces a stream of glowing electrons 
such as are visible a@ small scale 
in a radio tube. These strike a 
metal target and the smashing im- 
pact gives off three kinds of rays; 
Gamma, which are immaterial and 
similar to the rays of radium; Alpha 
particles, which are heavy units cor- 
responding to the nucleus of a helium 
atom, and electrons, variously called 
Beta rays and Cathode rays. 

The announcement says the elec- 
tron rays in the big tube have a 
range of 20 metres, more than 30 feet, 
but does not make clear whether all 
this is in air. 

The Gamma rays are said to pierce 
20 centimetres of lead. This.is a sur- 
prising penetration. 


Testing New War Tank  .- |. 


Latest Amerigan Invention Can Be 
Shifted By Airplane 

Army experts at Linden, New Jer- 
sey, continued their study of the tank 
invented by J. Walter Christie after 
additional tests in which the tank 
equipped with springs leaped thirty- 
five feet, crossing a twelve-foot-deep 
ditch at fifty miles an hour. 

The tank attained a speed of 122 
miles an hour in tests, and Mr. Chris- 
tie says it can reach 130 miles an 
hour if forced. The top speed of 
the original caterpillar tanks was un- 


| til recently, eight miles an hour. 


Yet despite its speed and jumping 
ability the tank, which is equipped 
with three-inch guns, is so light that 
it can be swung underneath any air- 
plane capable of. carrying five tons 
and shifted from sector to sector. 
Airplane tests with the new tank are 
to be made in Dayton, Ohio, soon. 


Erect Higher Buildings 


Permission Granted To Construct 
Buildings In London To Height 
Of 100 Feet

Food Prices Delve i 


Cost Of Food Half Of What It Was 
Ty 1921 

Cost of food ‘today over the store 
counter is considerably,less than half 
what it was in 1921, and: has shown 
a marked decline since 1929, a re- 
port issued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics shows. 

The index numbers of the Dominion 
Bureau of the retail prices of food 
11 years ago stood at 141.1; in 1929 
it was 101, slightly over the base of 
100 in 1926, and in July this year it 
was 61.4, a drop of 39.6 points in 
three years. 

The index number of clothing, fuel 
and rents has also declined, and on 
the whole the change in the cost of 
living is shown by a drop in the total 
index from 99.9 in 1929 to 80.8 last 
month. 

Practically every item of food 
shows reductions, including meats, 
butter, milk, bread, sugar, coffee and 
tea. Vinegar is a lone standout, show- 
ing little change. It was 7.8 cents per 
pint in 1929. Today it is 7.5 cents.

‘Bidding For Tourist Trade 


Canada Can Draw Business By 
Advertising Pleasure Resorts 
Tourists in Canada, 1931, spent 
$297,238,000. Canadian tourists abroad 
spent $113,292,000, Canada’s net debt 
to tourists was $165,946,000. That's 
a debt that’s all to the good in these 
days of so many bad ones, and On- 
tario and Quebec which got the major 
portion of it are to be congratulated 
on the successful harvest of their ad- 
vertising. Canada’s balance in tour- 
ist trade is so much greater than her 
balance of trade in commodities that 
catering to tourists looks almost like 
a Wallingford scheme for the rapid 
accumulation of wealth. 
Saskatchewan is the latest province 
to make a bid for the trade of trav- 
ellers. Previous to the opening of 
the Prince Albert National Park, 
Saskatchewan was stricken with a 
poverty of playgrounds, and had only 
the sight of the waving seas of wheat 
to offer as an inducement to vacation- 
ists. However, she has boomed the 
name of the park by catering to two 
motorcades from the south, one from 
Montana and the other from. the 
states as far south as Colorado ad- 
jacent to U.S. highway 85. The 
second party included the governors 
of North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Wyoming, and it is slated as an an- 
nual affair to arouse and maintain 
interest in what is termed “the inter- 
national highway of three nations,” 
with Prince Albert National Park at 
one end and Mexico at the other. —

Raisins From Australia 


Supply Formerly Game From United 
States and Spain

That is what the raisins people used 
to shout at us some years ago, and 
those of us who heeded, and thought 
we needed iron, promptly went out 
and bought raisins that came from 
Spain or the U.S.A.

In the half 
year of 1931 we imported 8,291,732 
pounds from the United States, but 
the import has declined this year to 
5,422,603. 

The last three months demonstrate 
very clearly the efforts which Aus- 
tralia is making to captnure our rais- 
in trade. The amount imported from 
Australia has been 4,291,690 pounds 
as compared with 2,239,352 from the 
United States,

The Supply Of Wild Ducks 


Principal Hatching Grounds Located 
In Western Canada 

About 75 per cent. of North Amer- 
ica’s wild duck supply is hatched and 
raised each year in Canada. In the 
sloughs and marshes. of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, and ina small 
portion of the Northwest Territories 
the principal hatching grounds are lo- 
cated, and any adverse condition in 
this-area affects the wild duck supply 
of the whole continent. 

Unprecedented weather conditions 
in parts of the prairie provinces dur- 
ing 1981 greatly curtailed the ordin- 
ary supply of this very attractive 
game bird. Conditions were consider- 
ed so serious that in the United 
States as well as in Canada the open 
season for duck shooting was. short- 
ened and the fear~existed that the 
wild duck was actually in danger of 
extermination. 

Reports this year from waterfowl 
observers in the prairie provinces in- 
dicate an improvement in breeding 
conditions although it may take some 
years for the supply of waterfowl to 
reach its former abundance, Co-op- 
eration by sportsmen and by legisla- 
tive means in the United States and 
in Canada is the most important fac- 
tor in. maintaining the supply of wild 
ducks.

‘ ng car of the Cina- 
nF y Adsociation, which Jeft 
a on 28th, for its annual 
tour of the Prairie Provinces *com- 
pleted that part of its itinerary cov- 
ering points in Saskatchewan on 
August 9th with a splendid turnout 
of farming people at Fusiliér, and on 
Wednesday, August the 10th, pro- 
ceeded west on the Coronation branch 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway to 
Altario,- where the first stop of the 
present tout'in Alberta'was made. 

Since’ the. tour. commenced, 56 
towns in Saskatchéwan have been 
visited, 140 lectures held, with a total 
attendance of 19,942 people. Apart 
from thé large number of people who 
called at the car during the day to 
ask questions, the staff visited 160 
farm. homes, where belts are either 
well established or a good start made. 
Two hundred and nineteen town 
plantings were visited, and 252 letters 
of inquiry into various phases of the 
work answered from the car, 

After two, and in many districts, 
three years, of the very hardest con- 
ditions against the successful growth 
of trees and shrubs, it is most encour- 
aging as well as interesting to note 
the favourable reaction in tree plant- 
ing this year. With the coming of a 
season of a good amount of moisture, 
preparations are under way this year 
by both farmers and townspeople, 
for a general advance in protecting 
and beautifying their homes, and next 
spring, it is safe to say, will see more 
trees set out than in any previous one 
in the history of western tree plant- 
ing. 

The years of drought and high 
winds have taught us the vital neces- 
sity of trees, and have also showed us 
the kinds which are able to withstand 
these severe conditions. Except for 
quick results, the willows, poplars, 
and maples have had their day as 
shelter-belt trees, though their ability 
for rapid growth will always be made 
use of, both for protection, fuel, and 
fence posts. The future planter will 
use caragana, ask and elm, our per- 
manent decidious trees, and most im- 
portant of all the ‘evergreens, the 
spruces in particular being adaptable 
to any and all prairie conditions, and 
of course, like the pine, affording 
twelve months protection and beauty. 

Not only do trees furnish protec- 
tion, to the family, the stock, and 
buildings, as well as giving beauty, 
permanence, and increased value to 
the farm and home, but it is now 
definitely proved beyond any doubt, 
that their protection, and ability, to 
hold and conserve moisture will as- 
sure..us a. good garden every year. 
Even in the worst drought areas dur- 
ing the past two and three years, the 
farmer who had his garden inside 
shelter-belts received returns from it, 
while the man who depended on the 
garden in the open prairie in nearly 
every case received nothing at all 
when harvest time came around. Such 
side lines as bees, poultry, and small 
fruits, become a success with tree 
belts to lend protection, and with the 
great need for the southern farmer 
raising and growing more of the stuff 
he needs for himself and family, trees 
will be greatly used to insure success 
in this first important step towards 
independence. In using trees for the 
protection of field crops, those who 
have given it a thorough trial claim 
that taking five year periods, the well 
protected field will yield one third 
more, than one without any protec- 
tion. There are many districts where 
field belting will never become neces- 
sary, but over large areas of our 
southern plains the next few years 
will see extensive field belting under- 
taken.

carriages—reliés of another day— 
while 30 permits for hacks are issued 
each year in New York, 

In the cities, it is true that the 
horse is going, or that those that 
remain linger superfiyous on the 
stage. But in the country, it is dif- 
ferent. Hard times have given a 
distinct setback to the mechanization 
of agriculture, and the horse appears 
to be holding his own. Dobbin's board 
costs little. Hay and oats can be 
grown on the farm. But the tractor’s 
fodder must be bought, and cash is 
scarce. 

A recent census bulletin issued 
from the Bureau of Statistics shows 
that there were 3,129,058 horses in 
Canada in 1931, as compared with 3,- 
451,769 in 1921. The decrease was 
822,711, or 9.35 per cent., not a sur- 
prising decrease when one considers 
how rapidly mechanization has come 
to the business of light and heavy 
trucking in the towns and _ cities, 
which now contain more than half 
the people of Canada. The number of 
horses, according to the census re- 
port, has fallen off in every province, 
the decrease ranging from 18.11 per 
cent. in Nova Scotia to 6.84 per cent. 
in Saskatchewan. British Columbia's 
horse population fell from, 61,385 in 
1921 to 56,379 in 1931, a decrease of 
8.16 per cent. The bulletin notes, 
however, an increase in the number 
of horses in those districts in which a 
great number of occupied farms is 
recorded, an indication, it is taken, 
that the horse remains essential in 
the newer parts of the country.

Weight Can Be Controlled By Right 
Food and Exercise 

It will surprise no one who has 
attentively watched modern develop- 
ments to learn that men are more 
and more adopting the practice of 
slimming. They are, in fact, fol- 
lowing the lead which their women- 
kind has givei, and with good rea- 
son. Since slimming became fashion- 
able women have greatly gained in 
health and in looks; ‘and their ex- 
‘peetation of life has become longer. 

Though certain famous statesmen 
—notably Bismarck and the late 
Lord Salisbury—have tended to adi- 
posity, most great men haye had a 
horror of being fat.

Radium Recovered 
After Long Search 


Precious Mineral Found Among Ashes 
From Hospital Furnace 

A needle of radium worth £12,000 
pounds was accidentally thrown into 
a heap of discarded surgical dressings 
at the Liverpool Royal Infirmary and 
later flung into the hospital furnace. 

The precious mineral, enclosed in 
@ rubber-covered platinum case, was 
used in an operation. As soon as it 
was discovered that it had been 
thrown away, the hospital authori- 
ties gave orders to stop the residue 
from the furnace from being taken 
away. 

An electrician was sent for and 
armed with an electroscope, a device 
which demonstrates the presence of 
radium in any quantity, he examined 
the cinders from the furnace. 

Throughout the following day a 
laborer. dug clinkers out of the re- 
fuse and took them to him. 

Nearly every particle of cinder had 
been examined and the authorities’ 
were giving up hope when the leaves 
of the electroscope moved violently. 
Further tests showed that most of 
the lost mineral was in one clinker. 

This was packed in lead to pre- 
vent emanations of the radium from 
injuring anyone and then placed in a 
train for London and addressed to the 
National Physical laboratory at Ted- 


Ice Not Popular In Sunny Madrid 


Humidity Low and People Do Not 
Feel Heat 

To sweltering residents of other 
large cities it may seem incredible 
that in the sunny capital of Spain the 
annual ice consumption is little more 
than a pound per inhabitant, but such 
is the case according to unofficial 
statistics Jyst published. These figures 
place Madrid’s ice consumption 
throughout the year at approximate- 
ly 1,100,000 pounds, and the popula- 
tion of Madrid borders on the million 
mark. Most of the yearly consump- 
tion,” or approximately 360,000 kilo- 
grams, corresponds to the months of 
July and August. 

One explanation for the limited 
use of ice here is that the heat is 
not felt as in most other cities, be- 
cause of the low humidity. Madrid's 
fourteen ice factories, however, are 
seeking to popularize the use of ice.

Preserving Fish By 
Brine-Freezing Method 


Process Used In Scotland Has Been 
Gratifying Success 

Brine-freezing, a new method of 
preserving fish caught in the sea, the 
result of research work carried out at 
the ‘Torry Research Station, Aber- 
deen, is regarded as a gratifying suc- 
éess and an ‘exhibition of cod, sole, 
halibut, plaice and rock salmon froz- 
en by this process was given recently 
at the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, London. 

The fish had been caught by the 
research vessel “City of Edinburgh” 
weeks previously. Some of them 
were fried at the department and 
guests enjoyed an early luncheon, of 
fried fish at the government's ex- 
pense. 

This new process. will, it. is claim- 
ed, revolutionize the methods of pre- 
serving fish. Trawlers will brine- 
freeze fish as they are caught in-, 
stead of, as at present, storing them 
in ice while the trawler is at sea. 
A. Lumley, superintendent of the 
Torry Station, said that one of the 
disadvantages of fish frozen under.old 
methods had been that it was not ulti- 
mately nice to eat. 

In the brine-freezing process the 
fish are dipped into a solution of 
sodium chloride (or brine) carried on 
board in a tank at a temperature of 
five degrees Fahrenheit. Then they 
are stored at a temperature of five 
degrees, and experiments have shown 
that fish so treated can be kept in 
perfect condition for three months. 

The cost of installing the new 
plant on board is about $8,500, but 
it is claimed there would be a real 
saving, because of the avoidance of 
loss on fish caught early in the voy- 
age, A Billingsgate fish merchant 
says the brine-frozen fish was almost 
as good as freshly caught fish.

Demand For Lobsters From Canadian 
Waters Is Growing 

The lowly lobster has climbed to a 
high place of importance among 
Canadian industries and offers one of 
the brightest spots on the Domin- 
fon’s business horizon, according to a 
bulletin just released by the Depart- 
ment of Immigration and Coloniza- 
tion of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

“Both in the United States and 
Great Britain, demand for lobsters 
from Canadian waters has been grow- 
ing and the industry is in a healthy 
state,” the bulletin stated. “Lobsters 
now are second only to salmon as the 
most important fishing enterprise in 
Canada, the salmon industry being 
centered largely in British Columbia 
and the lobsters coming chiefly from 
the Atlantic coast near Halifax, N.S.”

For the same 
post which brings the announcement 
that French consumption of tea hay 
doubled in the, past two years also 
describes the celebrations in Rheims 
and Epernay on the anniversary ‘of 
the first bottling of champagne. It 
was two hundred and fifty years ago 
that a certain Dom Perignon put the 
first bubbles into the still wines of the 
Champagne, and so long as France 
considers thée*oecasion one worth cele. 
brating, we need not fear that tea 
is going to drive out French wines. It 
may now be possible to get tea in 
Paris where formerly it was consid- 
ered an outlandish beverage not fit to 
be served to discriminating patrons, 
but we rather imagine that for a long 
time to come it will be possible to 
order other drinks as well——-New 
York Evening Post. 


Short Wave Communication 


Marconi Success In Bending Ultra 
Short Radio Waves 

Guglielmo Marconi has announced 
that he had finally succeeded in 
“bending” ultra short radio Waves so 
that he will be able to utilize his new- 
est means of communication at long- 
er distance than was previously ,pos- 
sible. Because heretofore he was.un- 
able to transmit ‘through obstacles, 

His latest perfection has enabled 
him to overcome the earth’s curva- 
ture, .which is proof, he said, that 
ultra short waves are not definitely 
limited by all obstacles. 

The messages were sent from Roc- 
ca Di Pap, south,of Rome, to Capo 
Figari in Sardinia. They were sent 
only one way because no transmitting 
apparatus has been taken to Capo 
Figari. 

Associates attributed great import- 
ance to the discovery because here- 
tofore Senator Marconi had found 
ultra short wave communication pos- 
sible only between two points in a 
line of vision. If there were inter- 
vening obstacles, such as houses, 
trees, or waves, they failed to pass. 
He has therefore been seeking for 
the past year to “bend” the waves and 
according to the announcement, final- 
ly succeeded in doing it Saturday, 
August 13. 

Experts here said the discovery 
would greatly extend the possibilities 
of ultra short Wave communications. 


Build Hive Telestone 


Second Largest Telescope In 
World To Be Erected Near 
Toronto 

Details of the erection near Rich- 
mond Hill, north of Toronto, of the 
second largest telescope in the world, 
at an estimated cost of $500,000 has 
been made public. 

Officials of the University of Tor- 
onto to which Mrs. Jessie Dunlap is 
donating the David Dunlap Observa- 
tory in memory of her husband, an- 
nounced construction would start at 
once on the two main buildings of the 
plant. 

On a circular platform 800 feet 
above sea level, a round building 61 
feet in diameter will be built to house 
the huge telescope, nearly all parts of 
which are being made in - England. 
Larger than the one in the Domin- 
ion Government observatory, Vic- 
toria, B.C., the telescope will be on 
the reflectimag type and will have 
mirrors weighing 5,000 pounds. 

The telescope building and an ad- 
ministration building to be erected at 
a cost of $125,000, will be located in 
the centre of a 177-acre plot, which 


will be known as the David Dunlap 
Park.

Spurious Fifty Cent Pieces Being Cir- 
culated At the Coast 

The 50 cent piece is in a fair way 
to pass out of use as legal tender 
in Vancouver until the flood of coun- 
terfeit coins of that denomination is 
stopped. 

One large corporation is stated by 
police to have taken in more than 
$100 worth of the spurious money, 
while other firms report acceptance 
of sums ranging from $80 to $50. 

A number of persons detected pass- 
ing the coins have been questioned 
by police, but in each case it was 
obvious they had accepted them in- 
nocently. Several months ago a 
spurious 50-cent piece of clever manu- 
facture, bearing the date 1919, was 
found in circulation, and Royal Cana- 
dian Mounted Police succeeded in ar- 
resting and convicting the counter- 
feiter.

spread relief aid will be compulsory. 
By ithe ‘end: of six weeks, harvesting 
operations will be practically over 
for this year. The harvesting season 
is comparatively brief and the wage» 
paid this year are very low so that 
it is idle to expect that men employ-~- 
ed for cven two months under these 
eonditions can acquire sufficient earn- 
ings to tide them over the winter, 
At ‘best, harvesting is a temporary 
employment. It does not meet the 
insistent demand for work from men 
who have been on the relief lists for 
for the past three years. 

With another winter coming on 
quickly, the fourth since the arrival 
of the great depression, there is a 
challenge offered to the authorities, 
What are they going to do this win- 
ter? The resocrces of ‘the cities are 
dangreously depleted. Rural munic- 
ipalities are marking time in a spir- 
it of near desperation, waiting for a 
decided turn in the business tide, 
Provincial governments have been 
passing the buck to Ottawa for three 
years and Ottawa has been passing 
it back while the cities, willy-nilly, 
carried the chief burden. So far 
there are no evidences that the gov- 


ernments have arrived at any defin- | 


ite and comprehensive policy to meet 
‘the situation. They have built up no 
organization to ensure thet men in a 


land of plenty should not be begging | 


for bread, They have carried out no 
registwation of unemployed and they 
have not stopped the deplorable 
drifting of idle youth from one pro- 
vince to another. 

Now is the time for the <overn- 
menés to announce what they plan to 


do this ceming winter, for winter will |

itaristic party which was in control 
in 1914. Yet the very accession of 


this party to power is in a sense a 
product of the. unnuatural subser- 
vience of Germany brought by the 
terms of the Versailles pact. 

Just as imposition of a crushing 
financial burden upon Germany forc- 
ed open threats of repudiation, which 
led to modification and then virtual 
cancellation of the Young Plan, so 
the imposition of military inferiority 
upon Germany forced this latest 
threat to repudiate, 

Galsworthy once remarked that a 
sensitive man submitted to the rigors 
of penal servitude came out either 
helplessly defiant or hopelessly brok- 
en. Since her alleged crimes  be-' 
tween 1914 and 1918—the greatest of 
which, perhaps, wes to lose the war 
—-Germany has been undergoing pen- 
al servitude. She cannot be broken, 
for it is impossible to break the spir- 
it of one of the most virile, imagin- 
ative and ixdustrious nations on 
earth, and so she is emerging from 
her penal servitude defiant, She has 
elected to office those men who stand 
for defiance and in the background 
the more melodramatic Hitler is 
consolidating and spreading the Nazi 
power. 

It is a question not of abstract jus- 
tice nor of ethics, but merely of com- 
mon sense. The ultimate defiance of 
Germany became an inevitable con- 
summation directly economically and 
socially insane terms were imposed 
upon her by the statesmen of war 
inflamed peoples, 

The possibility of open defiance, 
with the accompanying danger of 
French fear, is not a pleasant one; 
indeed, it might be better for the im- 
mediate European situation if Ger- 
many waited in humility for 
statesmen of the Allies to see the 
light. The trouble is that the light 
is so long in coming to'them. 

The ideal of a disarmed world, 
though it has received some rude 
shocks during the past y-ar, still ex- 
ists. And, in view of this fact, per- 
haps it is unfortunate from the 
world point of view (quite apart from 
the German point of view) that the 


situa- 
tion is permitted to continue. A dis- 
armed nation surrounded by armed 
nations is a step further away from 
disarmament than a group of na 
tions all armed would be, since the 
basic urge to build armaments is the 


feeling of insecurity, 


As General Kurt Von Selileicher, 


Germany’s defence nrinister, is re 


ported as pointing out in the Italian 
press, Germany has no military aer- 
oplanes, tanks, heavy artiflery, anti- 
aircraft guns, submarines, aeroplane 
carriers or first class cruisers. If 
this situation is permitted to cortin- 
uc, if Germany's energy is thus to 
be artificially repressed, sooner or 
later will come some sort of internal 
combustion which would turn the} 
Treaty of Versailles over night into 
yet another scrap of paper,
